{ Text] Chapter 1 
General Provisions 


Section 1, Thailand is a kingdom, one and indivisible, 


Section 2, Thailand adopts a democratic form of government, with the king as the head 
of state, 


Section 3, The sovereign power emanates from the Thai people, The king who is head of 
state exercises such power by way of the National Assembly, Cabinet and courts of law by 
the virtue of the provisions of the Constitution, 


Section 4, The provisions of any law which are contrary to or inconsistent with this 
Constitution shall be unenforceable, 


Chapter 2 
The King 


Section 5, The person of the king is in a sacred position and this mst not be violated, 
No person may refer a charge or bring an action against the king in any manner whatever, 


Section 6, The king is a Buddhist and the upholder of religions, 
Section 7. The king holds the position of head of the Thai armed forces, 
Seetion 8, The king has the prerogative to create titles and confer decorations, 


Section 9, The king selects and appoints qualified persons to constitute a Privy Council 
‘omposed of a president and not more than 14 other councillors, The Privy Council has 

the duty of advising the king on all matters pertaining to his function as he may consult, 
and has such other duties as provided in the Constitution, 


Section 10, The selection, appointment and retirement of a privy councillor shall be 
at the King's pleasure, The president of the National Assembly shall countersign the 
royal command appointing or retiring the president of the Privy Council, and the presi- 
dent of the Privy Council shall countersign the royal command appointing or retiring 
other privy councillors, 


Section 11, A privy councillor vacates office upon death, resignation, or by a royal 
command, 


Section 12, The appointment and removal of officials of the royal household and of 
the royal chief aide-de-camp shall be at the king's pleasure, 


Section 13, Whenever the king is absent from the kingdom or is unable for any reaion 
whatever to exercise his functions, he shall appoint a person as regent with the approval 
of the National Assembly, and the president of the National Assembly shall countersign 
the royal command, 
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Section 14, In the casc where the king does not appoint a regent under Section 13, 

or in the case where the king is unable to appoint a regent owing to his not being 

sui juris or to any other reason whatever, the Privy Council shall submit the name 

of a person suitable to hold the office of regent to the National Assembly for approval, 
Upon approval by the National Assembly, the president of the National Assembly shall 
make an announcement, in the name of the king, of the appointment of such person as 
regent. 


Section 15, In the absence of a regent under Section 13 or Section 14, the presidezit 
of the Privy Council shall be regent pro tempore, 


In the case where the regent appointed under Section 13 or Section 14 is unable to 
perform his duties, the president of the Privy Council shall temporarily act as regent, 


While being regent under Paragraph One, or acting as regent under Paragraph Two, the 
president of the Privy Council shall not perform his duties as president of the Privy 
Council, In such case, the Privy Council shall select a privy councillor to temporarily 
act as president of the Privy Council, 


Section 16, Before taking office, the regent appointed under Section 13 or Section 14 
must make a solemn declaration before the National Assembly in the following words: 
"I, (name of the declarer), do solemnly pledge that I will be loyal to His Majesty 
King (name of the king) and will faithfully perform my duties in the interests of the 
country and of the people, I do solemnly declare also to uphold and observe the 
Constitution of the Kingdom of Thailand in every respect," 


Section 17. The succession to the throne shall be in accordance with the Palace Law 
on Succession 1924 and with the approval of the National Assembly, In the absence 

of a prince, the National Assembly may approve the succession by a princess, The 
amendment of the Palace Law on Succession 1924 shall be made in the same manner as an 
amendment of the Constitution, 


Section 18, In the circumstances where the throne shall become vacant, the Privy 
Council shall propose the name of a i1vyal successor in pursuance of Section 17 t© the 
National Assembly for approval, Unon approval effected by the National Assembly, the 
president of the National Assembly shall invite the said successor to ascend the throne, 
and subsequently the public anrouncement thereof shall be made by the president of the 
National Assembly, 


Pending the announcement of the name of the successor to the throne under Paragraph 
One, the president of the Privy Council shall be regent pro tempore, In the case where 
the throne becomes vacant while the regent has been appointed under Section 13 or Sec- 
tion 14, or while the president of the Privy Council is a regent under Section 15, 
Paragraph One, such regent, as the case may be, shall continue to be the regent until 
the announcement of the name of the successor to the throne, 


In the case where the regent who has been appointed and continues to be the regent 
under Paragraph Two is unable to perform his duties, the president of the Privy Counci. 
shall temporarily act as regent, 


In the case where the president of the Privy Council is a regent under Paragraph Two 
or temporarily acts as regent under Paragraph Three, Section 15 Paragraph Three shall 


apply. 
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Chapter 3 
Rights and Freedom of the Thai People 


Section 19, All persons enjoy the rights and liberty under the Constitution. 
Section 20, All persons are equal before the law and are equally protected by it. 


Section 21, Every person enjoys political rights. Any exercising of political rights 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of the law. 


Section 22, Every person enjoys full liberty to profess any religion, religious sect or 
creed and to practice any form of worship in accordance with his belief; providea that 
it is not contrary to his civic duties or to public order or good morals. 


In exercising the liberty referred to in Paragraph One, every person is protected from 
any act of the state, which is prejudicial to his rights or detrimental to his due 
benefits, on the grounds of professing a religion, a religious sect or creed, or of 
practising a form of worship in accordance with his belief which is different from that 
of others. 


Section 23. No person shall be subject of a criminal punishment unless he has committed 
an act which the law in force at the time of its commission provides such act to be an 
offence and imposes a punishment therefore, and the punishment to be inflicted on such 
person shall not be heavier than that provided by the law in force at the time of its 
commission. 


Section 24, The alleged offender or the accused in a criminal case shall be presumed 
innocent. Before the passing of a final judgement convicting a person of having committed 
an offence, such person shall not be treated as an offender. 


Section 25. Every person enjoys personal liberty. No arrest, detention or search of a 
person, under any circumstances, may be made except by virtue of law; provided that the 
person so arrested or searched shall be notified without delay of the charge or cause 
together with reasonable particulars in respect of such arrest or search, and the 
detainee has the right to see and consult his counsel in privacy. 


In the case of detention of a person, the detainee or the public prosecutor or other 
person acting in the interest of the detainee has the right to lodge with the district 
court having criminal jurisdiction a plaint alleging that the detention is unlawful. 

Upon receipt of such plaint, the court shall forthwith proceed with an ex parte examina-~ 
tion. If in the opinion of the court, the plaint presents a prima facie case, the court 
shall have the power to order the person responsible for the detention to produce the 
detainee promptly before the court, and if the person responsible for the detention cannot 
satisfy the court that the detention is l-w*ul, the court shall order the immediate 
release of the detainee. 


Section 26. Forcsd labour shall not be imposed except by virtue of the law specifically 
enacted for the purpose of averting imminent public calamity or by virtue of the law 
which provides for its imposition during the time when the country is in a state of 
armed conflict or war, or when a state of emergency or a martial law is declared. 


Section 27. Every person enjoys the liberty of dwelling. Every person is protected in 
his peaceful habitation and in possession of his dwelling. The entry into a dwelling 
without the consent of its possessor cr the search thereof shall not be conducted 
except by virtue of law. 
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Section 28, The property right of a person is protected. The extent and the restriction 
of such right shall be in accordance with the law. 


The inheritance is protected. The right of inheritance of ea person shall be in accordance 
with the law. 


The expropriation of immovable property shall not be made except by virtue of the law 
specifically enacted for the purpose of public utility, national defence, exploitation of 
natural resources, town planning, agricultural or industrial development, land reform or 
for other interests of the state; and fair compensation must be given in due time to the 
owner thereof as well as to the person having the right therein, who suffers a loss from 
such expropriation, as to be specified by law. 


In determining the amount of compensation under Paragraph Three, the acquisition, nature 
and site of the immovable property shall be taken into consideration together with the 
causes and objectives of the expropriation so as to constitute social justice. 


Section 29. Every person enjoys the liberty of speech, writing, printing and publication. 
The restriction of such liberty shall not be imposed except by virtue of the law specifically 
enacted for the purpose of maintaining the security of (i.° state, protecting the rights, 
liberty, dignity, or reputation of other persons, maintaining public order or good morals 

or preventing or stopping moral degeneration or physical deterioration of the people. 


The closure of a printing press or the prohibition of printing so as to restrict the 
liberty under this section shall not bo made except by a judgment or an order of the court 
closing the printing press or prohibiting the printing. 


The prepublication censorship of a newspaper shall not be done except during the time when 
the country is in a state of armed conflict or war, or when a state of emergency or martial 
law is declared; provided that it must be done by virtue of the law enacted under Paragraph 
Two. The owner of a newspaper business must, subject to the conditions provided by law, 

be a person of Thai nationality. 


Section 30. Every person enjoys the liberty of education; provided that it is not contrary 
to his civic duties under the Constitution and not contrary to the law on compulsory education 
and the law on establishment of educational institutions. 


Section 31. Every person enjoys the liberty of peaceful and assembly without arms. The 
restriction of such liberty shall not be imposed except by virtue of the law specifically 
enacted, in the case of public meetings, for ensuring the convenient use of public places 
by the people, or for maintaining public order during the time when the country is in a 
state of armed conflict or war, or when a state of emergency or martial law is declared. 


Section 32. Every person enjoys the liberty to form association, union, federation, 
cooperatives or any other society. The formation and execution of the activity of 
association, union, federation, cooperatives or any other society shall be carried out in 
compliance with the provisions of the law. 


Section 33. Every person enjoys the liberty to form a political party for the purpose of 
carrying out political activities through the democratic system of government provided in 
this Constitution. The formation and the management of a political party shall be in 
accordance with the law on political parties. A political party must publicly declare 
its sources of income and expenditure. 
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Section 34, Every person enjoys the liberty of communication by lawful means. Censor- 
ship, detention, or disclosure of correspondences or communications between persons shall 
be prohibited unless such action is done in compliance with a law specifically enacted for 
the purpose of maintaining public law and order or morals of the people or for maintaining 
the security of the state, 


Section 35, &very person enjoys the liberty to travel and the liberty to choose residence 
within the kingdom, The restriction of such liberty shall not be imposed except by virtue 

of a law specifically enacted for the security of the state, public order, public welfare, 

town planning or welfare of youth. Deportation of any person of Thai nationality out of the 
Kingdom or barring any person of Thai nationality from entering the kingdom shall be prohibited, 


Section 36, Family rights are guaranteed. 


Section 37. Any person shall be entitled to the right of filing a petition under the 
conditions or in the manner prescribed by the law. 


Section 38, The right of a person to sue a government agency which is a juristic person 
to be liable for an act committed by a competent official is guaranteed. 


Section 39. Persons who are soldiers, police officers, government officiais and local 
government servants shall enjoy the same civil rights and liberty under the Constitution 
as those accorded to their fellow citizens unless they are restricted by law, bye-law, 
or regulations issued by virtue of the law insofar as such restriction is concerned with 
politics, capability or disciplines, 


Section 40, No person shall exercise the rights and liberty provided under the Consti- 
tution against the nation, religions, the king and the Constitution, 


Chapter 4 
Duties of the Thai People 


Section 41, Every person has the duty to uphold the nation, religion, the king and demo- 
cratic form of government under this Constitution, 


Section 42, Every person has the duty to defend the country. 


Section 43, Every person has the duty to serve in the armed forces in accordance with 
the iaw. 


Section 44, Every person has the duty to comply with the law. 
Seetion '5. Every person has the duty to pay taxes and duties in accordance with the Law. 


Section 46, Every person has the duty to give assistance to the official service in 
accordance with the law. 


Section 47, Every person has the duty to receive education and training under the cond! 
tions and methods in accordance with the law. 


Chapter 5 
Directive Principles of State Policies 


Section 48, The provisions in this chapter are intended as directive principles of 
legislation and determination of policies and do not give rise to any cause of actio: 
against the state. 
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Section 49, The st ite is to safeguard ite independence and the integrity of its territ- 
orles and the state should promote fricndly relations with other countries and adopt 
the principle of reciprocity, 


Section 50, The armed forces should be maintained so far as they are necessary for 
safeguarding the national independence, security and intorests, 


Section 51, The state is to enforce the law and order so that the people may be assured 
of the safety in their lives, persons and property aa well as of their peaceful existence, 


Section 52. The state should organize the official service and other state sffairs for 
the achievement of efficiency and should take every measure to prevent and suppress 
corruption, 


Section 53. The state should promote and support education and should provide indigent 
persons with aides, grants and other essentials in pursuing their education, The 
organization of educational system is an exclusive duty of the state, All educational 
establishments shall be under the control and supervision of the state, Compulsory 
education in the educational establishments of the state must be provided without charge. 
As for Righer education, the state should allow educational establishments to manage 
their own affairs within the limits in accordance with the law. 


Section 54, The state should promote and preserve national culture, 


Section 55, The state should conserve or maintain the balance of environments and get 
rid of pollutants which are hazardous to the health and hygiene of the people, 


Section 56, The state should take measures to raise the economic and social status of 
its citizens to a level at which they can pursue their livelihood with a sense of well- 
being. 


Section 57. The state should provide assistance or encouragement to farmers and agricultur- 
alists to acquire land ownership and rights in land for pursuing their agricultural 
cultivation by means of land reform or by other methods, The state should protect and 
inaintain the interest of farmers and agriculturalists in agricultural production and 
marketing of produces by means of cooperative or other methods, 


Section 58, The state should support economic initiative in the private sector, The 
state should engage in an enterprise -f a public utility nature in such a way as to be 
beneficial to the people as a whole. An enterprise of a public utility nature may be 
engaged by individuals only be virtue of law. The state should impose measures to prevent 
economic monopoly, whether directly or indirectly by individuals, which is not established 
by virtue of law. 


Section 59, The state should have a demographic oolicy appropriate for natural resources, 
economic and social conditions technological progress for the purpose of economic and 
social development and for the security of the state [as published]. 


Section 60, The state should promote and support state and private works for the 
welfare and happiness of the people. 


Section 61. The state should encourage people of working age to obtain employment and 
receive fair wages appropriate for their station in life and should ensure fair protection 
of labour,

Section 62, The state should promote public health and provide indigent persons with 
free medical treatment. The prevention and eradication of contagious diseases are to be 
carried out by the state without charge. 


Chapter 6 
The National Assembly 
Part 1 
General Provisions 


Section 63. The National Assembly consists of the Senate and the House of Representatives. 
Joint or separate sittings of the National Assembly shall be in accordance with this 
Constitution. 


Section 64, The president of the House of Representatives is the president of the National 
Assembly. The president of the Senate is the vice president of the National Assembly. 


The president of the National Assembly ivas the power and duty to conduct the proceedings 
of the National Assembly at joint sittings in accordance with the rules of procedure and 
has other powers and duties as provided in this constitution. In the case where the presi- 
dent of the National Assembly is absent or is unable to perform his duties, the vice 
president shall act in his place. 


Section 65. A bill may be enacted as law only by and with the advice and consent of the 
of the National Assembly. 


Section 66. After a bill has been approved by the National Assembly, the prime minister 
shall present it to the king for signature and it shall come into force upon its publication 
in the government gazette. 


Section 67. If the king refuses his assent to a bill and either returns it to the National 
Assembly or does not return it within 90 days, the National Assembly must redeliberate such 
bill. If the National Assembly resolves to reaffirm the bill with the votes of not less than 
two-thirds of the total number of members of both houses, the prime minister shall present 
such bill to the king for signature once again. If the king does not return the bill with 
his signature within 30 days, the prime minister shall cause the bill to be promulgated as an 
act in the government gazette as if the king had affixed his signature thereto. 


Section 68. The president .ndthevice president of the Senate, the president and the vice 
president of the House of Representatives, the leader of the opposition, senators and members 
of the House of Representatives shall receive emoluments in accordance with the law. 


Section 69. No person shall be a senator and member of the House of Representatives 
simultaneously. 


Section 70. Senators and members of the House of Representatives not less than one-tenth 
of the total number of members of eac. house have the right to lodge with the president of 
the house of which they are members a complaint asserting that the membership of any member 
of the house has terminated under Section 75 (3), (4), (5), (6), (8), or (9), or Section 

g2 (3), (4) (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10), or (11), as the cause may be. The president of 
the house with whom the complaint is lodged shall refer it to the constitutional tribunal 
for decision as to whether or not the membership of such person has terminated.

to be elected, the area of such changwat shall be divided into constituencies with each 
constituency having three members of the Haise of Representatives, 


In the case where the area of any changwat cannot be divided into constituencies with 
each constituency having three members of the House of Representatives, firstly it 
Shall. be divided into constituencies, each having three members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but the remaining constituencies shall each have at least two members of 
the House of Representatives, 


As for changwat in which four member of the House of Representatives are to be elected, 
its area shall be divided into two constituencies with each constitutency having two 
members of the House of Representatives, 


Section 79. As for changwat which consist of more than one constituency, each consti- 
tuency shall be of one undivided area, and the ratio of the number of population to the 
number of members of the House of Representatives to be elected in one constituency 
m'st be close to that in each of the other constituencies, 


Section 80, Members of the House of Representatives shall be elected by direct suffrage 
and secret ballot, In each constituency, a person shall have the right to vote at an 
election for candidates in equal number to the number of members of the House of 
Representatives to be elected in such constituency, 


Section 81, A person having the following has the right to vote at an election; (1) 
Being of Thai nationality under the law; but a person of Thai nationality of alien 
father, or a person of Thai nationality by naturalization mst also possess qualifica- 
tions as prescribed in the law on election of members of the House of Representatives, 
(2) Being not less than 20 years of age on lst Jamary of the election year, and (3) 
Having the name in the house registration of the electoral area, 


Section 82, A person under the following prohibitions on the election day is disfran- 
chised: (1) Being of unsound mind or of mental infirmity; (2) Being deaf and dumb and 
illiterate; (3) being a Buddhist priest, novice, monk or clergy; (4) Being detained by 
a warrant of the court; (5) Being deprived of his right to vote at an election by a 
judgement of the court, 
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Section 83, A person having the following qualifications has the right to be a candidate 
at an election; (1) Being of Thai nationality under the law; but a person of Thai 
nationality of alien father, or a person of Thai nationality by naturalization must also 
possess qualifications as prescribed in the law on election of membgrs of the House of 
Representatives; (2) Being not less then 25 years of age on the election day; (3) Being 
a member of any one political party which sends in its candidate to contest in national 
election in full number in pursuance of section 84; (4) Possessing other qualifications 
if prescribed in the law on election of members of the House of Representatives, 


Sectior 84, A political party having eligible election candidates in compliance with 
Section 83 shall enter a total number of candidates that is not less than one half of 
the total mumber of the members of the House of Representatives announced for the 


election being held, 


If any political party has sent a full slate of candidates to run in an election in 

compliance with Paragraph One, even when that number is reduced by death, withdrawal 
by some candidates or disqualification of any candidate under Section 85, it shall be 
considered that such political party has sent its candidates to the election in full 


number in pursuance of Paragraph One, 


Section 85, A person under the following prohibitions shall have no right to be a 
candidate at an election: (1) Being addicted to a harmful habit forming drug; (2) 
Being an undischarged bankrupt; (3) Being disfranchised under section 82 (1), (2), (3) 
or (5); (4) Being sentenced by a judgment of a court to a term of imprisonment and 
detained by a warrant of the court in such case; (5) Being discharged for a period less 
than 5 years on the election day after having deen sentenced by a judgement to imprison- 
ment for a term of 2 years or over except for an offence committed through negligence; 
(6) Being a civil servant or local government official holding a permanent position 

or receiving a Salary except a political official; (7) Being an official of a state 
agency or state enterprise. 


Section 86, Member of the House of Representatives: 


(1) Must not hold a position or serve in a government agency, state agency, or state 
enterprises, or hold a position of member of a local government assembly, local govern- 
ment executive official or local government official except the position of a minister 
or other political official. 


(2) Must not receive a concession from the state or a government agency or state 


enterprise or retain such concession or be a party to a contract with the state or 
government agency, state agency, or state enterprise, the nature of which constitutes 


either direct or indirect monopoly. 


(3) Must not receive any money or benefit from a government agency, state agency, or 
state enterprise in addition to that given by such government agency, state agency or 
state enterprise or oth: nin its normal transaction. 


This section shall not apply to the case where a member of the House of Representatives 
receives allowances gratuities, pensions or anmuities granted for royal relatives or any 
other money of the same n.-ure and shall not apply to the case where a member of the 
House of Representatives accepts or holds a position as a committee of the National 


Assembly, the House of Representatives or a member of a committee [as published] appointed 


as a qualified member in accordance with the law. [as published] 


Section 87. Subject to this Constitution, the rules and procedure of election shall 
be in accordance with the law on election of members of the House of Representatives, 
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Section 88, The term of the House of Representatives is 4 years from the election day. 


Section 89, Upon expiration of the term of the House of Representatives, the king will 
issue a royal decree calling for a general election of members of the House of Re,vesen- 
tatives, in which the election day must be fixed within 60 days from the date of expir- 
ation of the term of the House of Representatives and the election day must be the same 
throughout the kingdom. 


Section 90. The king has the prerogative of dissolving the House of Representatives for 
a new election of members of the House cf Representatives. The House of Representatives 
Shall be dissolved by a royal decree in which the election day must be fixed within 

90 days and the election day must be the same all over the kingdom. The House of Repre- 
sentatives may be dissolved only once under the same circumstance. 


Section 91. ‘The membership of the House of Representatives commences on the election day. 


Section 92. The membership of the House of Representatives terminates upon; (1) Expir- 
ation of the term or dissolution of the House of Representatives; (2) Death; (3) Resignation; 
(4) Being disqualified under Section 83 (1), (2) or (4); (5) Being under any prohibition 
provided in Section 85 (1), (2), (3), (6) or (7); 


(6) Having performed an act prohibited by Section 86; 


(7) Resign from the political party of which one is a member by the votes of not less than 
three fourths of the joint meeting cf the administrative committee of the political party 
and members of the House of Representatives who are members of that political party. In 
these circumstances, such membership shall be terminated as of the date of resignation or 
Such resolution has been adopted by the political party; 


(8) The House of Representatives adopts a resolution to terminate the membership under 
Section 71; in such circumstances it shall be regarded that termination of such member- 
Ship is effective as of the date the House of Representatives adopted the resolution. 


(9) Being terminated from membership upon dissolution by court order of the political party 
of which such member is a member, and inability to become a member of another political 
party which has members in the House of Representatives within 60 days of the court's order; 
in these circumstances, membership will be terminated after 60 days of the court's order; 


(10) Having been absent throughout a session which is not less than 90 days without the 
permission of the president of the House of Representatives; 


(11) Being imprisoned ty a final judgment except for an offence committed through negli- 
gence or a petty offence. 


Section 93. If the office of member of the House of Representatives becomes vacant for 
any reason other than the expiration of the term or the dissolution of the House of 
Representatives, an election of a member of the House of Representatives to fill the 
vacancy shall be held within 90 days unless the remaining term of the House of Represen- 
tatives is less than 180 days. The membership of the Hovse of Representatives for the 
replacing member commences as from the election day and he may hold office only for the 
remaining term of the House of Representatives. 
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Section 94, After the Cabinet has assumed the administration of the country, the king 
will appoint, as the leader of the opposition, a member of the House of Representaiives 
who is the leader of a political party having members in the House of Representatives, 
holding no ministerial post and having the largest number of members in the House of 
Representatives among the political parties with none of their members of the House of 
Representatives holding any ministerial post, and such number must not be less than 
one-fifth of the total number of members of the House of Representatives shall countersign 
the royal command appointing the leader of the opposition of the House of Representatives 
shall vacate office upon being disqualified as referred to in Paragraph One, and the 
provisions of Section 98 shall apply thereto mutatis mutandis, and in such case, the 
king shall appoint the leader of the opposition of the House of Representatives to fill 
the vacancy, 


Part IV 
Provisions Applicable to Both 
Houses 


Section 95. Senators and members cf the House of Representatives are representatives of 
the Thai people, 


Section 96. Before taking office, senators and members of the House of Representatives 
must make a solemn declarution in a sitting of the house of which they are members in 
the following words: "I (name of the declarer) do solemnly pledge that I will perform 
my duties in accordance with the honest dictates of my conscience fo: the common interest 
of the Thai people, I will also uphold and observe the Constitutior. of the Kingdom of 
Thailand in every respect". 


Section 97. The senate and the House of Representatives shall each have one president and 
one vice president or two presidents who are appointed by the king from the members of such 
houses in accordance with their resolution, 


Section 98, The president and vice president of the Senate shall be in office until a 
new election of the president and vice president which is to be heid every 2 years. The 
president and the vice president of the House of Representatives hold office until the 
expiration of term or the dissolution of the House, 


The president and the vice pre: ident of the Senate and the president and the vice president 
of the House of Representatives vacate office before the expiration of term of office 
under Paragraph One or Paragraph Two, as the case may be, upon: (1) Loss of membership 

of the House of which he is a member; (2) Resignation from office; (3) Holdi.y 2 position 
of minister or of other political official; (4) Being sentenced by 2 judgment of imprison- 


ment e 


Secticn 99, The president of the Senate and the president of the House of Representatives 
have the power and duty to carry out the business of the houses in accordance with their 
rules of procedure, The vice president has the power and duty to act on behalf of the 
president when the president is absent or unable to perform his duty. 


Section 100, When the president and the vice president of the Senate or the president 
and the vice president of the House of Representatives are absent from any sitting, the 
members of each house shall elect one among themselves to preside over such sitting. 
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Secton 101, The meeting of the senators or the members of the House of Representatives 
must be attended by members not less than a haif of the total number of members of 
each house in order to make a quorum, 


Section 102, A resolution deciding any matter shall be passed by majority of votes 
unless it is otherwise provided in this constitution. In casting vote, each member 
has one vote, In case of an equality of votes, the presiding member shall have an 
additional vote as a casting vote, 


Section 103, At any sitting of the Senate or the House of Representatives or of the 
National Assembly, words expressed in giving a statement of fact or opinion or in 
casting a vote by any member are absolutely privileged, No charge or action in any 
manner whatever shall be brought against such members, 


This privilege extends to printers and publishers of the minutes of sittings by the 
order of either house and also to persons permitted by the presiding member to give a 
statement of fact or opinion at such sittings, 


Section 104, The National Assembly shall, within 30 days from the election day of 
members of the House of Representatives, be summoned for the first sitting. Each 
year, there shall be one or two ordinary sessions of the National Assembly as may be 
determined by the House of Representatives, 


The day on which the first sitting referred to in Paragraph One is held shall be 
considered as the first day of the annual ordinary session, and the first day of the 
succeeding annusl ordinary sessions shall be fired by the House of Representatives. 


Section 105, An ordinary session of the National Assembly shall last 90 days but the 
king may prolong its duration. An ordinary session may be prorogued before the end of 
90 days only with the approval of the National Assembly. 


Section 106, The king convokes the National Assembly. He opens and prorogues its 
session, The king may be present to perform the opening ceremony of the first annual 
ordinary session or may command the heir to the throne who is sui jvris or any person 
to perform the ceremony as his representative. 


Section 107. When it is necessary for the interests of the state, the kii:; may con- 
voke an extraordinary session of the National Assembly. 


Section 108, Senators and members of the House of Representatives collectively, or 
members of the House of Representatives, not less than one-third of the total number 
of members of both houses, have the right to present their petition to the king for 
the issue of a royal command convoktng an extraordinary session of the National 
Assembly. 


The petition referred to in Paragraph One, shall be submitted to the president of the 
house. 


The president of the house who receives the petition shall present it to the king and 
countersign the royal command, 


Section 109, Subject to Section 108, the convocation, the prolongation of session 
and the prorogation of the National Assembly shall be done by a royal decree. 
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Section 110. No serator or member of the House of Representatives shall, during a session, 
be arrested or detained or summoned by a warrant for inquiry as an alleged offender in a 
criminal case unless permission of the house of which he is a member is obtained or he is 
arrested in flagrante delicto. _ 


In the case where a serator or a mem»er of the House of Representatives has been arrested 
in flagrante delicto, it shall be forthwith reported to the president of the house of which 
he is a member and the president of the house of which he is a member may order the release 
of the person so arrested. 


Section 111. In the case where a criminal charge is brought against a serator or a member 
of the House of Representatives, whether the house is in session or not, the court shall not 
proceed with the case during a session unless permission of the house of which he 18 a member 
is obtained; provided that the proceedings of the court shall not hinder such member fron 


attending the sittings of the house. 


The proceedings of the court before the invocation of membership of either house of the 
accused are valid. 


Section 112, If a serator or a member of the House of Representatives is detained during the 
inquiry or trial before the beginning of a session, the inquiry official or the court, as the 
case may be, must, at the beginning of the session, omer his release as soon as the house 
of which he is a member Ms So requested. 


The order of release under Paragraph One shill be effective as from the day of such order 
until the last day of the session. 


Section 113. Subject to Section 151, the Ser@te shall not hold its sitting during the expira- 
tion of the term or the dissolution of the HouSe of Representatives. 


Section 114, Bills may be introduced only by the Cabinet or members of the House of Represen- 
tatives, but money bills my be introduced by members of the House of Representatives only with 
the endorsement of the prime minister. Proposal of a bill by members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives can be made by resolution of the political party to which they belong and seconded 
by not less than twenty members of the House of Representatives of that political party. 


A money bill means a bill with provisions dealing with one or all of the following mtters: 
(1) Lmposition, repeal, reduction, alteration, modification, remission or regulation of taxes 
or duties; (2) Allocation, receipt, custody or payment of the state funds or transfer of 
budget of the state; (3) Faising of loans, guarantee or redemption of loans; (4) Currency. 


In the case of doubt as to whether a bill is 2 money bill which requires the endorsement of the 
prime ininister, it shall be the authority of the president of the House of Representatives to 


maxe a decision thereon, 
Section 115. A bill shall be first submitted to the House of Representatives. 


Section 116. Subject to Section 122, when the House of Representatives has considered a bill 
submitted under Section 115 and resolves to approve it, the House of Representatives shall sub- 
mit such bill to the Senate. The Senate must finish the consideration of the bill within 60 
days; if it is 2 money bill, the consideration thereof must be finished within 30 days; pro- 
vided that the House of Representatives may resolve to extend the period as a special case the 
said period shall mean the period during a session and shall be counted as from the day on 


which such bill reaches the Serate. 
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The period referred to in Paragraph One shall not include the period during which the bill 
is under the consideration of the constitutional tribunal under Section 119, If the Senate 
has not finished the consideration of the bill within the period referred to in Paragraph 
une, it shall be deemed that the Senate has approved such bill, 


[n the case where the House of Representatives submits a money bill to the Senate, the 
president of the House of Representatives shall also advise the Senate that the bill so 
submitted is a money bill, The advice of the president of the House of Representatives 
Shall be deemed final, 


In the case where the president of the House of Representatives does not advise the Senate 
that the bill is a money bill, such bill shall not be deemed a money bill, 


Seetion 117. Subject to Section 122, after the Senate has finished the consideration of a 
bill: 


(1) If it agrees with the Huse of Representatives, the procedure under Section 66 shall 
be taken; 


(2) If it disagrees witn the House of Representatives, such bill shali be withheld and 
returned to the House of Representatives; 


(3) If there is an amendment, the amended bill shall be returned to the House of Represent- 
atives; in such case, each house shall appoint its members or other persuns in equal number 
as may be fixed by the House of Representatives to constitute a joint ccmmittee for consid- 
eration of the bill; the joint committee shall report on and submit the bill which it has 
already considered to both houses; if both houses approve the bill considered by the joint 
committee, the procedure under Section 66 shall be taken; if either house disapproves the 
bill, such bill shall be withheld. 


The joint committee has the power to demand documents from any person or summon any person to 
give a statement of fact or opinion in respect of the consideration of the bill and the priv- 
ilege provided in Section 103 shall extend to the person performing his duties under this 


section, 


At a meeting of the Joint committee, the presence of not less than one half of the total num- 
ber of its members is required to constitute a quorum and the rules of procedure of the House 
of Representatives in so far as the committee is concerned shall apply mutatis mutandis. 


Section 118, A bill to be withheld under Section 117 may be brought forth for reconsideration 
by the House of Representatives only after lapse of 180 days from the date the bill is returned 
to the House of Representatives by the Senate, in case of withholding under Section 117 (2) 

and from date of rejecticn of such withholding under Section 117 (3) by either the Senate or 
the House of Representatives; in this circumstance, if the House of Representatives resolves 

to reaffirm the original bill pr the bill considered by the joint committee by the votes of 
more than one-half of the total number of members of the house, such bill shall be deemed 

to have been approved by the National Assembly and the procedure under Section 66 shall be 


taken, 


If the bill withheld is amoney bill, the House of Representatives may forthwith proceed t» 
reconsider it, In such case, if the House of Representatives resolves to reaffirm the 
sriginal bill or the dill considered by the joint committee by the votes of more than one- 
half of the total number of members of the House, such bill shall be deemed to have been 
approved by the National Assembly and the procedure under Section 66 shall be taken, 
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Section 119, Whiie @ bill is being withheld under Section 117, the Cabinet or members of the 
House of Representatives my not introduce a bill having the same or similar principle as 
that of the biil being withheld, In a case where the Senate or the House of fepresentatives 
is of the opinion that the bill so introduced has the same or similar »rinciples as thet of 
the bill withheld, the president of the House of Representatives sie.) refer the said bill to 
the constitutional tribunal for a decision, If the constitutional tribunal decides tmt the 
bill has similas principles to those of the bill withheld, such bill is dropped, 


Section 120, [In the case where the term of the House of Representatives expires or the House 
of Representatives is dissolved, all bills which have not yet been approved by the National 
Assembly or those to which the king has refused assent or which have not been returned by the 
king within °° days, shell lapse. 


Section 121, A budget of the state shall be mace in the form of an act, I[f the aunuai builget 
act for the fo lowing fiscal year is not eracted in time, the law on annual budget for the 
proceeding fiscal year shali apply for the time being. 


Section 122, The House of Representatives must finish the consideration of the annual budget 
bill, thesupplementary budget bill and the transfer of budget bill within 90 days from the 
date the bills reach the House of Representatives. 


If the House of Representatives has not finished the consideration of the bill within the 
period referred to in Paragraph One, such bill shall be deemed to have been approve by the 
House of Representatives and shall be submitted to the Senate. 


In the consideration of tne bill, the Senate must approve or disapprove it within 15 days 
from the date the bill reaches the Serate. After such period, such bill shall be deened tn 
have been approved; in such case and in the case where the Senate approves it, further pro- 
ceedings under Section 66 shall be taken. 


If the Senate disappreves the bill, Section 118, Paragraph Two shall apply mutatis mutardis, 


In deliberation of the bill on natiormal annvwl budget, the bill on supplement budget am the 
draft of the bill on transfer of national budget and expenditures, the inempers of the ouse of 
Representatives shall not be permitted to propose any motion to amend any additiomal amonnt 
in the items or other items; but motion to amend such amount may be proposed for reduction 
or cut down items of exvenditures which are not the expenses subject to any obiigavtion 2s 
follows: 


(1) Repayment for princiml sum of loan; (2) Interest of loans; (3) Moncy te be disbursed 
to the prescription of the law, 


Section 123. ‘The payment of state funds shall be mde only when it hes heen authorised by 
the law on budget, the law on budgetary procedure, the law on transfer of budget or the Jas 
on the treasury balance, except that it may be prepaid in the case of urgent necessity ‘uxicr 
the rules and procedure provided by law. In such case, the budget for reimburcemen® must be 
set aside in the transfer of budget act, the supplementary budget act, or the anniwl buds’ 
act for the following -‘scal year. 


Section 124. the Senate and the House of Representatives are, by virtue of this Constittcin 
vested with the power to control the administration of the state affairs. 
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Section 125. At a sitting of the Senate or of the House of Representatives, every member 
has the right to interpellate a minister on any matter within the scope of his authority 
but the minister has the right to decline to answer when the cabinet is of the opinion 
that the matter should not yet be disclosed for reason of safety or vital interest of 


the state. 


Section 126. Members of the House of Representatives of not less than one-fif<h of the 
total number of members of the House of Representatives have the right to submit a motion 
for a general debate in order that the Cabinet may give statement of fact or opinion 

on any question relating to the administration of state affairs, 


The motion referred to in Paragraph One shall be submitted to the president of the House 
of Representatives who shall inform the prime minister of it in order that a date for 

the general debate shall be fixed not later than 30 days from the date the prime minister 
has been informed thereof, but the Cabinet has the right to request that the general 
debate be withheld if it is of the opinion that the matter should not yet be disclosed 
for reason of safety or vital interest of the state, 


In a general debate conducted under this section, no resolution shall be posed by the 
House on the question under debate. 


Section 127. Members of the House of Representatives of not less than one-fifth of the 
total number of members of the House of Representatives have the right to submit a 
motion for a general debate for the purpose of passing a vote of no-confidence in an 
individual minister or in the Cabinet, 


If the general debate is concluded without a resolution to pass over the agenda of the 
general debate, the House of Representatives shall pass a vote of confidence or no-confi- 
dence. Voting in such case shall not take place on the same day as that of the conclusion 
of the debate. The vote of no-confidence must be passed by more than one-half of the 
total number of members of the House. 


In the case where a vote of no-confidence is passed by not more than one-half of the 
total number of members of the House, the members of the House of Representatives who 
submit the motion for the general debate shall no longer have the right to submit another 
motion for the general debate for purpose of passing a vote of no-confidence in an 
individual minister or in the Cabinet throughout the session. 


Section 128, The sittings of the Senate and of the House of Representatives and the joint 
sittings of the National Assembly are public under the conditions stipulated in the rules 
of procedure of each house. Upon request by the Cabinet or members of not less than a 
quarter of the total number of members of each house or of both houses, as the case may 
be, the sitting shall be held in camera, 


Section 129, The Senate and the House of Representatives have the power to select and 
appoint members of each house to constitute standing committees and have the power to 
select and appoint members or other persons to constitute committees in order to perform 
any act, inquire into or consider any matter within the scope of authority of each 

house and report its findings to the house. The said committees have the power to demand 
documents from any person or summon any person to give a statement of fact or opinion 

on the act or the matter under its inquiry or consideration, 


The privilege provided in Section 103 shall also extend to persons performing their duties 
under this section, 
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Apportionment of standing committee membership shall be made in close proportion to the 
number of members each political party or group of parties has in the House of Kepresentatives, 


In the absence of the roles of procedure of the House of Representat.!ves under Jection 132, 
the president of the House of Representatives shall determine the proportion under Para- 
graph Three. 


Section 150, At a meeting of a committee, the presence of not less than one-half of the 
total number of members of the committee is required to constitute a quorwn. 


Section 131, Subject to Section 180, if there is a question in respect of the authority 

of the National Assembly requiring the interpretation of the Constitution, it shall be 

the power of the National Assembly to interpret it, and the interpretation of the National °* 
Assembly shall be final, ’ 


Section 132, The Senate and the House of Representatives are empowered to draft rules and 
regulations regarding the election and functions of the presidents and vice-presidents 

and the standing committees, the proposal and deliberation of bills, the proposal of 
motions, consultation, debate, voting, fielding of interpellations, opening of general. 
debate, maintenance of order and other activities in compliance with the provistons of 
this Constitution, 


Part V 
Joint Sittings of the National Assembly 


Section 133. The National Assembly shall hold a joint sitting in the following cases; 

(1) Approval of the appointment of regent under Section 13 and Section 14; (2) Making oi 

a solemn declaration by the regent before the National Assembly under Section 16; (3) The 
amendment of the Palace Law on Succession, 1924, wnder Section 17; (4) Approval of the 
succession to the throne under Section 18; (5) Reconsideration of a bill under Section 07; 
(6) Approval of the prorogation of session under Section 105; (7) Opening of the session o! 
the National Assembly under Section 106; (8) Interpretation of the Constitution under 
Section 131; (9) Policy statement under Section 141; (10) General debate under Section 1%; 
(11) Approval of the declaration of martial law under Section 151; (12) Approval of agree- 
ments and treaties under Section 152; (13) Appointment of members of the constitutional 
tribunal under Section 173; (14) Amendment of the Constitution under Section 185, 


Section 134, At a joint sitting of the National Assembly, the rules of procedure of tl 
House of Representatives shall apply mutatis mutandis. 


Section 135, Subject to Section 17, Section 67, Sec ion 151 Paragraph Two, Section 13, 
the provisions applicable to both houses Shall apply mutatis mutandis to the Joint sittings 
of the National Assembly; provided that insofar as the appointment of joint standing ana 
ad hoc committees are concerned, the number of members of a committee from each house mist 
be in ratio to the number of members of each house, 


Chapter 7 
The Cabinet 


Section 136. The king appoints the prime minister and not more than 350 other ministers 
to constitute the cabinet having the duty to carry out the administration of the state, 
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Not less than a half of the ministers of the total number of the ministers mst be 
elected members of the House of Representatives. The president of the National Assembly 
shall countersign the royal command appointing the prime minister, 


Section 137. Before taking office, a minister mist make a solemm declaration before 
the king in the following words: "I, (name of the declarer), do solemnly pledge that 
I wiil be loyal to the king and will faithfully perform my duties in the interests of 
the country and the people, I will also uphold and observe the Constitution of the 
Kingdom of Thailand in every respect," 


Section 138, A minister shall not be a government official holding a permanent 
position or receiving a salary but he may be a political officia), 


Section 139. A minister shall not hold a position or perform any act, which a senator 
or a member of the House of Representatives is prohibited to hold or perform under 
Section 86, except the position required to be held by law, and shall not either be 

a manager, director, adviser, agent or employee of any person, partnership, company or 
organisation which engages in a business for profit. 


Section 140, A minister has the right to attend and give a statement of fact or 
opinion at a sitting of the house of which he is not a member, but he has no right to 
vote. Section 103 governing privilege shall apply mutatis mutandis. 


Section 141, The Cabinet assuming administration of the country must give a statement 
of policy to the National Assembly without any resolution on confidence, 


Section 142, In executing the policy of the state, each Cabinet minister is responsible 
to the House of Representatives for his own duties and jointly responsible to the 
House of Representatives for general policies of the Cabinet, 


Section 143, If there is a question relating to the administration of the state 
affairs on which the Cabinet deems it advisable to have the opinion of the senators 
and the members of the House °f Representatives, the prime minister will give a notice 
to the president of the National Assembly requesting that a general debate be held at 

a sitting of the National Assembly. In such case, no resolution shall be passed by the 
National Assembly on the question under debate. 


Section 144, The Cabinet vacates office en mass upon: (1) The passing of a vote of 
no-confidence by the House of Representatives under Section 127; (2) ‘The expiration 
of term or the dissolution of the House of Representatives; (3) The resignation of the 
Cabinet; (4) The termination of ministership of the prime minister under Section 145. 
The outgoing cabinet shall remain in office and carry on the administration until the 
new cabinet is appointed. 


Section 145, The ministership of an individual minister terminates upon: (1) Death; 
(2) Resignation; (3) Being disqualified as a candidate at an election of members of 
the House of Representatives under Section 83 (1), (2) or (4) in the case of a minister 
not being member of the House of Representatives or (1), (2), (3) or (4) in the case 

of a minister being a member of the House of Representatives or being under any prohibi- 
tion provided under Section 85 (1), (2), (3) or (6); (4) Being sentenced by a judgment 
to imprisonment; (5) The passing of a vote of no-confidence by the House of Represen- 
tatives under Section 127; (6) Having performed an act prohibited by Section 139; 

(7) A royal command under Section 146; Section 70, Section 7] and Section 72 shall 
apply to the termination of ministership under (2), (3), (4) or (6). 
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Section 146, ‘The king has the prerogative of relieving a minister of his office upon 
the advice of the prime minister, 


Section 147, In the case of an emergency when there is an urgent necessity to maintain 
the national or public safety or national economic security or to avert public 
calamity, the king may issue an emergency decree which shall have the force of an act, 
In the succeeding sitting of the National Assembly, the Cabinet shall submit the 
emergency decree to the National Assembly for consideration without delay, If the 
House of Representatives disapproves it or approves it but the Senate disapproves tc 
and the House of Representatives reaffirms its approval by votes of not more than 
one-half of the total number of its members, the emergency decree shall lapse; provided 
that it shall not affect any act made during the enforcement of such emergency decree, 
If the House of Representatives and the Senate approve the emergency decree, or if the 
Senate disapproves it but the House of Representatives reaffirms its approval by 

votes of more than one-half of the total number of its members, such emergency decree 
shall continue to have the force of an act. The prime minister shall cause the 
approval or disapproval of the emergency decree to be published in the government 
gazette. In the case of disapproval, it shall be effective as from the day following 
the date of its publication in the government gazette. The consideration ot an emergency 
decree by the Senate and by the House of Representatives in the case of reaffirmation 
of approval of the emergency decree must take place on the first opportunity when such 


houses hold their sitting. 


Section 148, If, dvring a session, it is necessary to have a law on taxes, duties or 
currency which, Jn the interests of the state, requires an urgent and confidential 
consideration, the king may issue an emergency decree which shall have the force of 


an act. 


The emergency decree issued under Paragraph One must be submitted to the House of 
Representatives within 2 days after the date of its publication in the government 
gazette, and Section 147 shall apply mutatis matandis. 


Section 149, The king reserves the right to issue a royal decree insofar as it is not 
in contravention of the law, 


Section 150. The king has the prerogative of declaring and lifting martial law in 
accordance with the conditions and manner under the law on martial law. In the case 
where there is a necessity to declare martial law in a certain locality, the military 
authcrity may do so under the law on martial law. 


Section 151. The king has the prerogative of declaring war with the approval of the 
National Assembly. The resolution of approval of the National Assembly must be passed 
by the votes of not less than two-thirds of the total number of members of both houses, 


During the expiration of the term or the dissolution of the House of Representatives, 
the Senate shall, in respect of the approval under Paragraph One, act as the National 


Assembly. 


Section 152, The king has the prerogative of concluding a peace treaty, a cease-fire 
and other treaties with other countries or international organisations. A treaty which 
provides for a change in the Thai territories or national sovereignty or requires the 
enactment of an act for its implementation, or a military alliance treaty must be 
approved by the National Assembly. 


Section 153. The king has the prerogative of granting a pardon, 


Section 154, The king has the prerogative of removing titles and recalling decorations. 
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Section 155. The king appoints and retires officials in the military service and in the 
civil service holding the positions of under seoretary of state, director general and 
their equivalent. 


Section 156. Subject to Section 155, the requirement of qualifications, recruitment, 
appointment, promotion, increase of salaries, punishment and retirement of civil servant 
shall be in accordance with the law, 


Seetion 157. A government official holding a permanent position or receiving a salary, 
except a political official, shall not be a political official. 


Section 158, All laws, royal prescripts and royal commands relating to state affairs 
must be countersigned by a minister unless otherwise provided in this constitution. 


Chapter 8 
The Courts 


Section 159, The trial and adjudication of cases are the exclusive power of the courts, 
which mst be proceeded in accordance with the law and in the name of the king. 


Section 160. All courts may be established only by acts. 


Section 161, A new court to try and adjudicate any particular cases or a case of any 
particular charge in place of an ordinary court existing under the law and having juris- 
diction over such case shall not be established. 


Section 162, A law having an effec. of changing or amending the law on organisation of 
courts or the law on judicial procedire for the purpose of applying it a particular case 
shall not be enacted. 


Section 163. Judges and magistrates are independent in the trial and adjudi-ation of 
cases in accecrdance with the law. 


Section 164, Judges and magistrates shall not be political officials. 


Section 165. The king shall appoint and dismiss the judgeship of the court of justice. 

Prior to assuming the judgeship, the judge shall be required to take the oath of office 

before the king by uttering the words prescribed by the judicial commission in pursuance 
of the regulations on judicial officials. 


Section 166, The appointment and the removal from office of a judge of a court of jus- 
tice mst be approved by the judicial commission under the law on judicial service before 
they are tendered to the king. The promotion, increase of salaries and punishment of 
Judges of the courts of justice must be approved by the judicial commission under the 

law on judicial service, 


Section 167. Military courts have the power to try and adjudicate cases as provided 
by law. The appointment and the retirement from office of a military judge shall be in 
accordance with the law. 


Section 163. The appointment and termination from office of the judge and magistrate 
in other courts than the court of justice and military tribunal including the power to 
prosecute the case and administer legal procedures shall be in compliance with the law 
on the establishment of that court. 
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Section 169, In the case where there is a dispute on the jurisdiction between the court 
of justice and any other court or between other courts, the constitutional tribunal shall 


decide it. 


Chapter 9 
Local Government 


Section 170. The organisation of local government including the metropolis shall, subject 
to the law, be based on the principle of self government so as to be in accordance with 


the will of the people in the locality. 


Section 171. For local administration, let there be a local council elected by the people 
of the locality and the election must be held within the period of time prescribed by law. 


Section 172. The election of members of a local assembly shall be by direct suffrage and 
assembly shall be by direct suffrage and secret ballot. The election of the local 
administrative committee shall be elected by direct and secret casting of ballots or the 
local council may elect local administrative committee from local council in compliance 
with the provisions of the law. The rules and procedure of election under this section 
Shall be in accordance with the law on such purpose, 


Chapter 10 
The Constitutional Tribunal 


Section 173. The constitutional tribunal consists of the president of the National Assembly, 
president of the Supreme Court, director of the Public Prosecutor Department and other four 
qualified persons appointed by the National Assembly. The president of hational Assembly 
Shall be the president of the constitution tribunal. 


Section 174, A member of the constitutional tribunal appointed by National Assembly shall 
not be a senator, member of the House of Representatives, government official holding a 
permanent position or receiving a salary, official of a state enterprise or local govern- 
ment official, 


Section 175. A member of the constitutional tribunal may receive emoluments in accordance 
with the law. 


Section 176. Every time a general election is held, the National Assembly shall reappoint 
the constitutional tribunal within 30 days from the day of the opening of the first session 
of the National Assembly. 


The days prescribed in the first paragraph shall mean the day of the National Assembly in 
session. In appointing the constitutional tribunal under Paragraph One, the National 
Assembly may reappoint the retired constitutional tribunal to assume the office. 


Section 177. A member of the constitutional tribunal which the National Assembly appoints 
vacates office upon: (1) Opening of the first session of the National Assembly after the 
general election; (2) Death; (3) Resignation; (4) Being a Senator, member of the House of 
Representatives, government official holding a permanent position or receiving a salary, 
official of a state enterprise, or local government official; (5) Being sentenced by a 


Judgment to imprisonment. 


Section 1736, In case of vacancy of the constitutional tribunal which is appointed the 
National Assembly due to causes other than expiration of term of office under Section 177 
(1), the National Assembly shall appoint a new constitutional tribunal to the vacancy 


within 30 days. [as published } 
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The days prescribed in the first paragraph shall mean the day of the National Assembly 
in session, 


Section 179, After a bill has been approved by the National Assembly and before the 
prime minister presents it to the king for signature under Section 66; (1) If the senators 
and the members or the House of Representatives or members of each house of not less than 
one-fifth of the total number of members of both houses are of the opinion that the bill 
referred to in Paragraph One is contrary to or inconsistent with the Constitution, they 
shall submit their opinion to the president of the Senate, or president of the House of 
Representatives, as the case may be; and the president of the house who receives the said 
opinion shall then refer it to the constitutional tribunal for consideration and decision 
and inform the prime minister thereof; (2) If the prime minister is of the opinion that 
the bill referred to in Paragraph One is contrary to or inconsistent with the Constitution, 
te Shall refer such opinion to the constitutional tribunal for consideration and decision 
and then inform the president cf the Senate and president of the House of Representatives 
thereof, During the consideration of the constitutional tribunal, the prime minister 
Shall suspend the proceedings in respect of the promulgation of the bill referred to in 
Paragraph One until the constitutional tribunal gives a decision thereon. If the con- 
stitutional tribunal decides that such bill is contrary to or inconsistent with the 
Constitution, the prime minister shall return the bill to the National Assembly.

Section 160, In applying a law to any case, if the court is of the opinion that the 
provisions of such law come under Section 4 and there has not yet been a decision of the 
constitutional tribunal relating to such provisions, the court shall stay its trial and 
adjudication of the case and submit its opinion through proper channel to the constitutional 
tribunai for consideration and decision, The decision of the constitutional tribunal 

shall apply to all cases but shall not affect the judgments of the courts which have 

been final. 


Section 1&1. The decision of the constitutional tribunal shall be deemed final and shall 
be published in the government gazette. 


Section 182, The procedure of the constitutional tribunal shall be in accordance with 
the law. 


Chapter ll 
Amendment of the Constitution 


Section 163. An amendment of the constitution may be made only under the rules and 
procedure as follows: (1) A motion for amendment must be proposed either by the Cabinet 
or members of the House of Representatives of not less than one-fifth of the total number 
of members of the House of Representatives; (2) A motion for amendment must be proposed 

in the form of a draft constitution amendment and the National Assembly shall consider it 
in three readings; 3) the voting in the first reading for acceptance in principle shall be 
by roll call and the amendment must be approved by the votes of not less than one-half 

of the total number of members of both houses; (4) The voting in the second reading for 
consideration section by section shall be decided by a simple majority of votes; (5) At 

the conclusion of the second reading, there shall be an intervening period of 15 days after 
which the National Assembly shall proceed with its third reading; (6) The voting in the 
third and final reading shall be by roll call and the promulgation of it as the constitution 
‘amendment ] must be approved by the votes of not less than one-half of the total number of 
members of both houses; (7) After the resolution has been passed in accordance with the 
above mules and procedure, the draft constitution amendment shall be presented to the 

king and Section 66 and Section 67 shall apply mutatis mutandis, 
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Transitory Provision 


Section 184, As from the date of the promulgation of this Constitution until the 
election day of the members of the House of Representatives under Section 189, the 
National Legislative Assembly under the Constitution of the Kingdom 1977 shall act 

as the National Assembly in accordance with this Constitution and Section 86 shall 

not apply to the holding of office of the members of the National Legislative Assembly 


under this section, 


Section 185. The Cabinet administering the state affairs on the date of the proml- 
gation of this constitution, or the Cabinet if formed prior to the members of the House 
of Representatives being elected under Section 189, shall be the Cabinet administering 
the state affairs under this Constitution and Section 136, Paragraph Two; Section 

139 and Section 141 shall not apply to the holding of ministerial position under this 
section, 


After the election of members of the House of Representatives, the Cabinet referred 
to in Paragraph One shall vacate office; provided it shall remain in office until the 


new Cabinet has been formed. 


The provisions of Section 157 shall not apply to a government official who holds political 
office before the Cabinet shall vacate office under Paragraph Two. 


Section 186. The National Policy Council having been in office before promulgation of 
this constitution shall continue to provide advice and counsels to the Cabinet so that 
the administration of the country can be executed consistent with state policy until 

the formation of a new Cabinet after election of the members of the House of Represen- 


tatives has been held in pursuance of Section 189. 


Section 187. In the initial stage, the king shall appoint the senators in compliance 
with the provisions of this Constitution on the day of the election of members of the 
House of Representatives in pursuance of Section 189. 


The appointment of a senator in compliance with Paragraph One shall be countersigned 
by the chairman of the National Policy Council. 


Section 188. During the 4 years from the day of appointment of the Senate in pursuance 
of Section 187, if there is an appointment or termination of office of a senator, the 
president of the Senate shall countersign such appointment or termination. If the 
president of the Senate has to vacate his office under Section 74, the vice president 

of the Senate is to countersign such an order. If both the president and vice president 
of the Senate mst vacate office under Section 74, senators shall meet and elect one 
member to countersign such order in the capacity of the president of the Senate. 


Section 189. The election of members of the House of Representatives in compliance 
with the provisions of this constitution shall be completely effected within the year 
1978. In the circumstances where election of members of tie House of Representatives 
can not be effected within the year 1978, the extension of the time of election may 
be permissible, but such extension shall not exceed 120 days from the end of the year 


1978. 
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(1) Deliberation of the draft bill of the National Annual Budget Act, the bill of 
the Supplementary Budget Act and the bill of the Budget Transfer Act. 


'2) Holding of a general debate under Section 127, 


In this respect, the senators shall have the same rights as those of the members of the 
House of Representatives, but they shall not be permitted to sign a motion individually 
or collectively for opening a general debate in pursuance of Section 127. 


Section 191, All orders issued by the prime minister under Section 27 of the Constitu- 
tion of the Kingdom 1977, which are still in force on the day of the promulgation of 
this Constitution shall remain in force, The repeal or modification of the aforesaid 
orders shall be done by an act,

[Text] Hanoi, 28 Jun (VNA)--The Foreign Ministry of the Socialist Axepublic of Vietnam 
today (June 28) sent the following note to the Chinese Embassy concerning the question 
of the Hoa people in Vietnam: 


The Foreign Ministry of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam presents its compliments to 
the Embassy of the People's Republic of China in Vietnam and has the honour to clearly 
express its views regarding the June 24, 1978 note of the embassy as follows: 


1--Concerning the present differences between Vietnam and China on the questions of the 
Hoa people, the Vietnamese side has proposed that representatives of the party and 
government of the two countries meet at an early date to solve the matter. It is re- 
grettable that the Chinese side has rejected negotiations, and moreover, has unilaterally 
decided to send ships to Vietnamese ports, allegedly to pick up "persecuted Chinese." 


Proceeding from the friendship between the Vietnamese and Chinese peoples and the 
interests of the two peoples, and to provide favourable conditions for solving the 
differences on the Hoa people question, the Vietnamese Government has called on the Hoa 
people to stay in Vietnam and earn their living in peace and join therest of the people 
in the country in building socialism. At the same time it has allowed those Hoa wishing 
to leave Vietnam for China to depart, and Chinese ships to enter Chua Ve in the Haiphong 
harbour area and Vung Tau in the Ho Chi Minh City harbour area as from June 20, 1978, 

to pics them up after they have completed the necessary procedures and regulations, 


To create conditions for the early departure of those Hoa wishing to leave, the Viet- 
namese side has advanced six concrete questions concerning China's sending ships to 
Vietnamese ports to pick them up. 


At the meeting between the Consular Department of the Vietnamese Foreign Ministry and the 
Chinese Embassy in the afternoon of June 19, 1978, to discuss these concrete matters, 

the Chinese side emphasized that China is sending ships to Vietnam to pick up "Chinese 
residents who are victims of ostricism, persecution and expulsion by the Vietnamese 
authorities, but not Vietnamese of Chinese descent or Hoa people having Vietnamese 
citizenship who wish to leave Vietnam for China." At the same time, the Chinese side 
made proposals concerning entry and exit procedures which are contrary to what had been 
agreed upon and observed by the two parties for almost twenty years now. In the follow- 
ing sessions and up to the morning of June 24, 1978, the Chinese side still persisted 


in its absurd viewpoint and proposals. 


In the afternoon of June 24, 1978, the Chinese Embassy sent to the Vietnamese Foreign 
Ministry a six-point note repeating the essential points already raised in the after- 
noon of June 19, 1978, and raised some new and unacceptable proposals: 


A) Once again, the note of the Chinese Embassy reaffirmed that the Chinese Government 
is sending ships to Vietnam to pick up the "Chinese residents persecuted by the 
Vietnamese authorities and not those Hoa people wishing to leave Vietnam for China." 


In this connection, the Vietnamese side has many times clearly pointed out that the ques- 
tion of the Hoa people in Vietnam, whether they are Hoa with Vietnamese citizenship in 
the north or Chinese-born Vietnamese in the south, is already very clear. 


ro 
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Now, the Chinese side denies the historic reality ana acts contrary to the agreement 
between the Central Committees of the two parties considering the Hoa in Vietnam as its 
nationals, and more serious still, has used many tricks to entice and force Hoa people 

to leave en masse for China, chiefly the Hoa in the Vietnam-China border areas, then 
invented the story of Vietnam's "persecuting and expelling Chinese residents," and launched 
4 propaganda campaign to sow national enmity and worsen the relations between the two 
evuntries. This has been criticized and rejected many times by the Vietnamese side. 


By repeating again and again its intention to pick up only "persecuted Chinese" in Vietnam 
the Chinese side has not only continued slandering Vietnam, but also wants to impose 
vs erroneous viewpoint on the question of the Hoa people. To take oné's own viewpol... 
On an unsettled difference as a principle and standpoint to discuss concrete problems 
Will only lead to a deadlock. 


B) Concerning the time for the docking of Chinese ships at Vietnamese ports, the Vietnamese 
Side suggested a three-day period which is long enough for the Hoa to embark without 

hurry. But the Chinese side did not agree, contending that it should be determined 
"according to the need to work." On the other hand, the Chinese side has so far not 
Supplied the Vietnamese side with a general schedule for Chinese ships coming to Vietnam 

up to the end of the third quarter of 1978 as requested by the Vietnamese side. In so 
doing, the Chinese side obviously wants to prolong the time for Chinese ships to dock 

at Vietnamese ports as long as it sees fit. 


C) The procedures for the departure of the Hoa are also very clear. In 1961, the two 
countries agreed that, with regard to those Hoa in Vietnam who wish to leave for China, 
the concerned Vietnamese office would base itself on their applications to process and 
approve them and send the list to the Chinese Embassy, which would issue them entry 
permits. Now, the Chinese side says that it must process the cases and draw up the 
list of those who want to leave. Then the Vietnamese side will give them exit visas. 
In so doing, the Chinese side acts contrary not only to the agreement on the departure 
of Hoa people in North Vietnam to China but also to international law and common 
practice with regard to the processing of exit and entry permits of Vietnamese of 
Chinese descent in South Vietnam. 


D) The Chinese side has named the Chinese Embassy work team which will travel to Haiphong 
and Ho Chi Minh City ports--"the work team to receive persecuted Chinese residents"--and 
asked that it be given more power than is necessitated by its task. This is also 

imposing an absurd standpoint and request on Vietnam, even though the Chinese side 

knew very well that this would be unacceptable to the Vietnamese side. The problems 
raised by the Chinese Embassy in its note show that the Chinese side does not really want 
to pick up the Hoa, but is trying only to prolong and use this problem to continue 

its slanders, cause trouble and further its anti-Vietnam policy. 


2--To facilitate the quick departure of those Hoa people who wish to leave Vietnam for 
China, the Vietnamese side urges that the Chinese side should not take its own viewpoint 
on a still unsettled difference as a principle and a starting point to discuss concrete 
problems, and that it withdraw its unreasonable demands which violate Vietnamese 
sovereignty and are at variance with international laws and practice. The Vietnamese 
side hopes that the Chinese side will respect the friendship between the people of the 
two countries and, together with the Vietnamese side, hold discussions in a spirit of 
equality and mutual respect so as to promptly reach agreement on the arrangements for the 
departure of Hoa people who want to leave Vietnam for China. 
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The Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam takes this 
opportunity to renew to the Embassy of the People's Republic of China in Vietnam the 
assurances of its high consideration,

Vietnam Is Extremely Serious and Indefensible"] 


[Text] On 17 June 1978, the Chinese side forced the Vietnamese consulates general in Canton, 
Kunming and Nanning to stop their activities and to withdraw all their cadres and staffs 
back to Vietnam within the shortest possible time, 


To shirk responsibility for the above-mentioned incident and put the blame on the 
Vietnamese side, the Chinese side falsely charged that Vietnam has obstructed the estab- 
lishment of a Chinese consulate general in Ho Chi Minh City and alleged that its action 
is based on the principle of reciprocity, This argument is unacceptable, 


It is well known that in December 1976 the Vietnamese side answered and agreed to China's 
proposal on establishing consulate general in Haiphong and Ho Chi Minh City. Since then, 
18 months have passed and China has not yet established its consulate general in Haiphong. 
Meanwhile, it has kept demanding the establishment of a consulate general in Ho Chi Minh 
City. In February this year, that is, before the start of the socialist transformation of 
capital industry and commerce in South Vietnam, it repeated this demand, While Vietnam 
was considering the matter, it sent the Chinese consul general for Ho Chi Minh City to 
Hanoi. This kind of action could have no other purpose than to apply pressure, While 
showing no interest in establishing a consulate general in Haiphong, China is eager to es- 
tablish one in Ho Chi Minh City, where a large number of Hoa capitalists with Vietnamese 
citizenship [yueh chi hua jen tzu pen chia 6390 4694 5478 0086 6327 2609 1367} are 
concentrated, Therefore, China's purpose is self-evident. 


Even so, the Vietnamese Ministry cf Foreign Affairs, in a note on 15 June 1978, informed the 
Chinese side that the Chinese consulate general in Ho Chi Minh City could be established 
early in the fourth quarter of this year, Thus, the Vietnanese side, proceeding from the 
friendly relations between the two countries, has made every effort to overcome difficulties 
and properly met the proposal of the Chinese side, 


China was liberated in 1949, but it was in 1955, 6 years later, that Vietnam was able to 
establish a consulate general in China's Kunming city; now, only 4 years after the liberation 
of the motherland, Vietnam has agreed to the establishment of a Chinese consulate reneral 
in Ho Chi Minh City. Does this kind of reciprocity constitute unfair treatment to China? 


It must be pointed out that as of now, except for the French Consulate, which wa. establish- 
ed before the liberation of Ho Chi Minh City and is continuing its activities, no other 
country has been able to establish a consulate general in Ho Chi Minh City. Can such 
sincerity by Vietnam toward China be distorted? 


It should be noted that on 15 June the Vietnamese Ministry of Foreign Affairs invited the 
Chinese ambassador in Hanoi to the ministry in order to hand him the note agreeing to the 
establishment of a Chinese consulate general in Ho Chi Minh City. But the Chinese 
procrvastinated and he did not appear until 16 June. At any rate, it was 3 days after 
being informed of this decision by Vietnam that the Chinese side sent the note on their 
decision to close the three Vietnamese consulates general in China, 
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Obvicusly, the Chinese side is clearly uaking trouble out of nothing by unilaterally 
stooping the Vietnamese consulates-general from carrying on their activities, under 

the pretext that Vietnam is obstructing the establishment of a Chinese consulate-general 
in Ho Chi Minh City. Its argument to defend its unilateral decision cannot conceal its 
ulter’or motives. This is a new escalation of its deliberate actions to aggravate the 
worsening relations between the two countries and undermine the traditioal friendship 
between the Vietnamese and Chinese people. Its crooked prevarications are futile and 
serve no useful purpose. It must be held fully responsible for the worsening relations 
between the two countries.

[Excerpt] Bangkok, 28 Jun (AFP) --Vietnam has launched a new invasion of Cambodia, 
according to Thai and foreign intelligence reports here today. Vietnamese troops have 
penetrated as much as 50 kilometers (34 miles) in places and have made a pincer move- 
ment toward Phnom Penh, rhe reports stated. The jaws of the pincers were said to be 
from 35 to 40 kilometers (21 to 24 miles) from the capital on the north and south sides. 


Units of nine to ten different army divisions were taking part in the invasion, intelli- 


gence sources said, 
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fhe Jambodian radio has not mentioned an invasion but reported a hasty rice harvest in a 
number of districts apparently endangered by the Vietnamese drive. 


Thai and foreign intelligence sources said the Vietnamese were consolidating pcsitions 
in the Parrot's Beak region southeast of Phnom Penh (Svay Rieng Province) and in the 
rubber plantations near the towns of Mimot and Snoul north of the Beak in Kompong Cham 
Province, without meeting Cambodian opposition. 


Several times, the Voice of Cambodia has announced that captured Vietnamese officers 
revealed an invasion plan. They said in broadcasts that theinitial military and 
political goal of Hanoi was to conqusr eastern Cambodia--the left bank of the Mekong 
River=-and set up a pro-Vietnamese government there. 


Phnom Penh has charged that the 600,000 Cambodians living in Vietnam and 200,000 
Cambodian refugees who joined them were being trained to take over eastern Cambodia. 


Vietnamese radio made no comment today about an invasion. Instead, it reported a series 
of clashes at different points of the border of southeastern Cambodia on June 16, 20 and 
25. The radio said more than 500 Cambodians were killed or wounded during fighting 
north and south of the Parrot's Beak. But military experts here only knew of minor 
clashes during that period. 


Intelligence data gathered in the last few weeks indicated that nine well-equipped 
Vietnamese divisions had come down from the north to relieve units hammered during the 
Vietnamese offensives at the end of last year and early this year.

[Text] Japan and Australia have emphasized the impertance of their relationship for the 
future development of Asia and the South Pacific. Both countries stressed this aspect of 
relations at the start of the fifth Australia-Japan ministerial committee meeting in 
Canberra, From Canberra, Graham Dobell reports: 


The meeting was opened with keynote speeches by the foreign ministers of the two countries, 
Mr Peacock and Mr Sonoda, The speeches reflected statements by officials befove the 
meeting that there are no burning issues in the relationship between the countries. Both 
foreign ministers started off by focusing on the international economic situation, the 
multilateral trade negotiations, calls for government support for the common fund and 

the problems of north-south relations. 


Mr Sonoda said economic recovery by the advanced industrial nations was a prerequisite 
for the stable development of the global economy, He repeated Japan's assurance that 
it would seek a prompt reduction of its current accounts surpJus,. 


The foreign minister said Japan was fully aware of the strong interest which Australia 
has expressed in the Multilateral Trade Negotiations! treatment of agricultural products, 
Japan would make every possible effort in this area, but Mr Sonoda pointed to the con- 
straints imposed on Japan by its domestic difficulties in the agricultural field. The 
issue of primary commodities and especially the establishment of a common fund was among 
the largest issues between north and south today, He said Japan was prepared to make 
every effort to achieve an effectively constituted common fund, 


On bilateral matters the foreign minister said Japan ran major deficits every year in its 
trade with Australia. Last year for instance, Japan's deficit was about $3,000 million. 
Although Japan did not necessarily seek a balance in this two-way trade, Tokyo hoped that 
in view of this imbalance Australia would abolish its restrictions on manufactured imports. 
Mr Sonoda referred to Japan's continuing interest in buying Australia's uranium, iron 

ore and coking coal and gaining access to fisheries in the 200-mile zone soon to be de- 
clared by Australia. 


Mr Sonoda emphasized that the Japan-Australia relationship had become important in the 
global context. The two countries were expected to play a responsible role for the 
prosperity and welfare of the Asia-Pacific area, Mr Sonoda said it was extremely im- 
portant for the development of ASEAN and other Asian nations that Australia and Japan 
work together in the closest of contact. 


In his speech the Australian foreign minister, Mr Andrew Peacock, said that the north- 
south dialog was crucial to the future direction of the international economy, The 
greater part of global economic activity was determined by the actions of developed 
countries such as Japan and Australia. In terms of these developing countries, Mr Peacock 
said, Australia had argued firmly for a freer and more open trade. Australia gave 
priority to the subjects of food security, industrialization and official development 
assistance. Mr Peacock said Australia welcomed the special attention Japan was giving to 
broadening its links with the countries of the Asian and Pacific region. 
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(Begin Peacock recording) Australia and Japan, two of the major trading nations in 
this region, have--I believe--a particular role to play in furthering the process of 
economic developwent in neighboring countries. The continual challenge that confronts 
us both is to pursue these objectives sensibly, efficiently and qu‘..cly within the 
domestic economic constraints that are imposed upon both of us. | 


In Southeast Asia these issues and challenges come into particularly sharp fu For 
both of us, Southeast Asia is of prime political and economic significance. T « 
stability and economic development of the region is in ow national interests. Southeast 
Asia has the prospect of a period of peace following 30 years of war and turmoil in much 
of the area. Austrailia welcomes the efforts by the ASEAN countries to develop their 
relations with non-ASEAN members in the region and believes that the prospects for peace 
will be enhanced by sound regional relationships. 


The emergence of ASEAN as an important regional organization making a positive impact 
on economic Gevelopment and political stability in the region is something both 
Australia and Japan welcome. Both our countries place particular emphasis on 
developing friendly and substantive relations with the ASRAN countries. [end

Nations (ASEAN), particularly In‘onesia, do not want to see the entry of communist 
ideology into their respective countries. Minister/State Secretary Sudharmono told 
newsmen here after a meeting betweek President Suharto and Singapore Prime Minister Lee 
Kuan Yew Tuesday [27 June] "we are not against communist countries but we should remain 


vigilant". 


If ASEAN establishes relations with them, they should in no way impose their will on us," 
Sudharmono said further, 


He indicated that there should be a common view between the ASEAN nations concerning 
international issues, such as ASEAN!s role in the non-aligned movement, the attitude 
towards the north-south dialogue, internal consolidation to face the Indochina problem 


and superpowers and so forth. 


Questioned on the attitude of Indonesia and ASEAN in the face of communist threats, he 
pointed out that Indonesia was based on pancasila and banned communism, but it did not 
oppose communist countries while rejecting communist ideology, ASEAN, based on the 
Bangkok Declaration, is not aimed at opposing any other countries either, ASEAN was set 
up to promote the resilience of each member country, he explained, 


Sudharmono disclosed that the informal talks between Indonesian and Singapore leaders 
which had lasted for two days in Bali would be followed by technical meetings to explore 
areas where closer cooperation was possible, 


On the Batam project, he said that through the Bali talks it was expected that this bi- 
lateral project could be sped up in its realisation, He also mentioned the possibility 
of Singapore private parties investing in other parts of Indonesia, 
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The informal talks in Bali were described by Sudharmono as most useful for the promotion 
of bilateral cooperation, Among the matters discussed were ASEAN attitudes Lowards the 
north-south dialogue, the non-bloc conference and the superpowers, "as well as ASEAN 
consolidation and uniformity of view concerning world issues, " 


It was further {tndicated that ASEAN was now facing impediments in the spheres of capital, 
technology, trade and in dealing with advanced nations. "The most important thing is 
that we should consolidate ourselves in the fields of national resilience and domestic 
economy," he said, 


ASEAN cooperation should not be hampered by the difference of interests in the various 


sectors, "We do not want to sacrifice our national interests, but we do not want either 
to force anything which runs counter to the interests of other members," said Sudharmono. 
In (his case trere should be understanding, but in the meantime there are still other 


interests which can be reconciled, and here lies the usefulness of such informal meetings 
ne added, 


As regards the diesel engine project of ASEAN, he said that Indonesia approved of this 
project in Singapore which would produce diesel engines of up to 200 hp and only those 

fF 500 tip upwards would be marketed in Indonesia, because this country wanted to develop 
its own diesel engines of up to 200 hp. 


Singapore will reevaluate the implementation of this project on the basis of Indonesia's 
i\ttitude, and there is the possibility of suspending or changing the project if it 
turns out to be unprofitable. 


Pressed further by newsmen, Sudharmono said that Singapore apparently wanted to change 
the diesel project but the type of the substitute project had not been definitely fixed,
